■ Then It added that labor must learn how 
to oveitoniB "a rigidly re(tlment«d, controlled 
and criminally corrupt dally press"; and how 
Jo combat- the "new technique or the reac- 
tionaries Of refusing to dlscuas any Issues 
TnOTJrmnplDymrthirTaHrteclinlqnrof-rBlBtB- 
fylng their own voting records." 

Now the detached, Impartial political ex- 
perts who viewed the Taft campalpi In Ohio 
are agreed that violent, Ul-tlmed and abusive 
propaganda was one of labor's worst handi- 
caps In that race. 

This barrage had the effect both of stirring 
sympathy for Senator Taft among many 
Democrats, and of generating a tremendous 
dlsplar of energy among Taf t'n followers. 

The Harrison report at Miami suggests 
that vituperative propaganda Is still a labor 
stock-in-trade. The charges made are wild. 
Inaccurate and Irrcaponslble. 
No-Hlncere man-who heard-Taft campaign 
^vould contend he refused to 
I. He talk<?d about them f ree- 
. jKti invited questions from' all 
timers and gave Uis Btralghtest answers a 
voter could wish for. 

from falsifying his record, he dealt 
with tt frankly and completely. He explained 
his votes— even votes that dated back to the 
early ]S40'a. 

II any dlilorllon of Tatt's record occurred. 
It was labor which was at fault. Falr-mljided 
study of labor's presentation of that record 
discloses countless mis-statements and ex- 
aggerations. 

Labor was understandably unhappy over 
lack of press support in the Ohio campaign. 
But that hardly Justifies the reckless charge 
that the press was "criminally corrupt." 

A 1652 campaign conducted In the vein 
used by the AKL Harrison committee Is un- 
likely to be any more successful than the 
IBSO fiasco. 

Every segment of American society has a 
right to make Itself heard at the polls. But 
so long as labor campaigns on the 1960 pat- 
tern—now so unfortunately- echoed by this 
committee— American worklngmen will' not 
-be wBll-represented^ln polttlcal combat.-
